- Our answer to your first question is in the negative. 
Laws of 1957, 319:1 provides in part as follows: | 


"The sum of threo hundrod thousand dollars jis hereby appropriated 
to bo expended as needed by the aeronautics commission (1) for the. 
purpose of equal natohing of town funds for the dovelopment of air- 
ports with federal aid under tho federal aid airport procram or (2) 
for equal matching of town funda for tho development of airports, as 
defined under the Federal Aid Adrport Program by state contributions 
not in excoss of five thoussend dollars." |

The above quoted language clearly manifests a logis- 
lative intent that the funds so appropriated bo expended solely for the purpose 
of equal matching of town funds. Accordingly, 4t 48 our opinion that expendi= 
ture of all or & part of any of said funds for an officw building at the Concord 
Airport without regard to the purpose of matohing town funds 48 unauthorised, | 


Our reply to your necond quostion is in the affirma- 
tive. Although at is our view that the adnstruction of an office building 
at the Concord Airport has no relation to the purposes of Chapter 319, Laws 
of 1957 in ite present form a subsequent legislature could, if it saw fit, so 
amend said chapter to provide for the use of all or some part of the funds, 
| sppropriated for the erection of an office building.
